Last 4 Juvenile Escapees 
Surrender In Marin City 


Cold, Hungry 
Kids Give 


Up Meekly 


Assault and car theft charg­ 
es were being prepared today 
against the alleged ringleader 
of a Marin 
County Juvenile 
Hall break, 
who surrendered 
meekly 
yesterday with three 
other juvenile hall escapees in­ 
side an 
empty 
Marin 
City 
apartm ent. 
They were the last of the 15 
who escaped last Saturday to 
be returned to custody. 
Marin City Fire Chief Frank 
Machado and Deputy Sheriff 
Harold Sleezer nabbed the four, 
holed up like animals at House 
461 in the hills. One girl was 
sleeping on the floor. Russell 
Bitters, 17, (aso known as Man- 
cebo, 
his stepfather’s 
name) 
was lying on the floor. 
“They were hungry and fil­ 
thy,” Sleezer said. “They had 
only a few slices of stale bread 
to eat in three days. The girls’ 
hair were straggling down like 
witches.” 
All were in stocking feet and 
were taken to the county jail 
without their shoes. 
Sheriff Louis P. Mountanos 
credited Undersheriff Eugene 
Meyer and other deputies with 
a tireless job of tracking down 
the hideouts. 
“Machado and Sleezer de­ 
serve special credit for actually 
arresting the four,” said Moun­ 
tanos. 
Bitters was booked for as­ 
sault, car theft and escape. A 
16-year-old Novato boy, describ­ 
ed as surly, was booked for car 
theft and escape. The girls. 16 
and 17, were returned for es­ 
cape. 
Bitters, (or Mancebo), 
the 
ringleader, admitted 
striking 
Supervisor James Hasson with 
an iron pipe and stealing a car 
from Terra Linda for the get­ 
away. The youth, who becomes 
13 on April 13, expressed re­ 
morse and shame for leading 
the outbreak.

'Ashamed/ 
Says Cowed 
Ringleader

A sobered and repentent ju­ 
venile “ringleader,” whittled 
down to size in the sheriff’s of­ 
fice. quietly admitted late yes­ 
terday lie was a fool to lead a 
mass escape from Marin Juven­ 
ile Hall Saturday night. 
‘ I am ashamed of what I 
did,” Russell Bitters (he often 
goes by the name of his step­ 
father, Mancebo) of Sausalito 
admitted with hanging head. 
Then looking straight at an 
old acquaintance, Sheriff Louis 
P. Mountanos, Bitters added: 
“If anybody else tries it, he’s a 
s.hook ^ e ir offices for more 
damn fool. Because staying up 
there in a room, cold and hun­ 
gry, you sure appreciate the 
warm bed and food at juvenile 
hall.” 
MASS ESCAPE 
Swinging an iron pipe at Su­ 
pervisor James Hasson, 26, Bit­ 
ters led 14 others in a mass es­ 
cape. Eleven were caught by 
Easter Sunday, but he and 
three others slept under the 
trees the first night and in a 
vacant Marin City apartment 
for two more nights. 
Bitters denied he aimed the 
iron pipe at Hasson’s head. 
“I didn’t want to hurt no­ 
body. I just wanted to scare 
him.” he said. Hasson deflected 
the blow and suffered a bruised 
left wrist. 
The youth then gave the 
sheriff a frank account of how 
the escape was planned and al­ 
most misfired. “I wanted to 
back 
out,” 
Bitters 
recalled. 
“But because I went around 
bragging so much, I didn’t want 
to lower myself to them (the 
other youths at the hall). I did 
not want them to think I was 
chicken.”

Once ashore the Marines will 
maneuver for four days, using 
the latest helicopter envelop­ 
ment techniques to surround 
an enemy.

Hosk Would 
Plug Loophole 
In Brown Act 


Atty. Gen. Stanley Moek to­ 
day suggested the Legislature 
act to plug a loophole in Call* 
fomia’s anti-secrecy law, bet­ 
ter known as the Brown Act. 


Mosk’s office in Sen Frtn- 
clsco announced the attor­ 
ney general had written to 
Ralph Brown, Modesto Dem­ 
ocrat who is speaker of the 
Assembly and author of the 
Brown Act, s u g g e s t i n g 
amendment to the act to pre­ 
vent quickie “personnel ses­ 
sions” by local governmental 
boards which might be used 
as a cover for transacting 
other business. 


Mosk’s letter called attention 
to an opinion issued by his of­ 
fice March 16 in response to a 
request from the district at­ 
torney of San Diego County 
It held that the Brown Act pro­ 
vision for 24 hours public no­ 
tice of a special meeting of any 
local board could not apply 
to a secret session to consider 
charges a g a i n s t personnel, 
since there would be no point 
of notifying the public of a 
session it could not attend. 


“As you realize,” wrote 
Mosk, “it is the duty of this 
office to interpret the law 
as it exists, which we did in 
our opinion No. 59/5. How­ 
ever, it is my personal view 
that this conclusion may well 
lead to evasion of thè secret 
meeting law by local agen­ 
cies using ‘personnel mat­ 
ters’ as a vehicle for deal­ 
ing with other problems.” 


He suggested the law ba 
amended to either (a) elimi­ 
nate the provision for private 
sessions to discuss hiring or 
firing personnel or charges 
against personnel, or (b) to re­ 
quire public notice and a spe­ 
cific agenda for any special 
meeting. The latter, he sug­ 
gested, would provide assur­ 
ance that no problem other 
than the personnel m a t t e r 
would be discussed at the se­ 
cret session.

“As long as I was talking, 
everyone else was brave. I 
could have stopped it. I’m sor­ 
ry I didn’t.

the 
subdued 
Bitters sounded like a mere boy 
when brought face to face with 
his friend and former police 
chief, Mountanos. 


As he began fumbling in 
his shirt for a cigarette, Sher­ 
iff Mountanos said quietly: 
"Do me a favor, Russ. Don’t 
smoke in front of me.” 


“Oh sure, I’m sorry,” the 
boy apologized as if remem­ 
bering an old admonition. 


Almost eagerly he spat out 
his confession. 
Here it is as 
closely as he can remember it: 
“Well, Joseph (Richard Jo­ 
seph, 17) and I got to talking 
three days, ahead. We didn’t 
want to stay inside for Easter. 
But the wrong shift came on 
and so we had to wait to Satur­ 
day.” (Probation officers said 
the youths apparently li’:3 cer­ 
tain shifts and disliked others.) 
Bitters said a 
friend had 
yanked an iron bar off the wall 
w’here a wrestling mat was 
hung.

Th coalition turned the taxes 
into a major campaign issue.

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo. 
UP)—The seeds of cancer may 
lurk in your body—an unwant­ 
ed gift planted perhaps as long 
as 100,000 years ago in the cells 
of an ancestor. 
Only a few such seeds among 
the trillions of cells of your 
body could start deadly, un­ 
controlled cancer. 


As these seeds—perhaps 
sleeping viruses—were pass­ 
ed on generation to genera­ 
tion they may have awakened 
from time to time, bringing 
a sudden and unexpected 
cancer attack. 


This is a theory expressed 
at this week’s American Can­ 
cer Society seminar on cancer 
research and progress by Dr. 
Ludwig 
Gross, 
cancer 
unit 
chief of the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration Hospital, Bronx, N. Y. 
These sleeping viruses some­ 
how hitchhike a ride through 
the centuries with the genes 
of the cell—getting 
passed 
along with inherited factors 
from one generation to the 
next, Dr. Gross suggested. 
What awakens the deadly 
virus? 
Radiation—the chance hit 
of an atomic ray—might pro­ 
vide the trigger. 
Or some 
chemical poison unrecogniz­ 
ed as dangerous might do 
the trick. 
Dr. Gross has succeeded in 
following inherited leukemia 


through only a few generations 
of mice. 
But he feels the theory ex­ 
plains why cancer seems to 
strike so often within certain 
families. 
Describing 
his 
work 
on 
mouse leukemia, Dr. 
Gross 
told of a mystery gland and 
the strange role it plays in 
cancer of the blood and blood- 
producing areas of the body. 


The mystery gland is the 
thymus. 
In 
humans 
this 
little gland in the chest 
seems to have no function 
after birth. 


But in mice stricken with 
leukemia, removal of the thy­ 
mus 
means survival. 
Some 
mice were intentionally infect­ 
ed with leukemia and then op­ 
erated on for removal of the 
thymus. They never developed 
the disease. 
It is possible that the thy­ 
mus is the target of the leuke­ 
mia-causing virus, Dr. Gross 
said. The thymus may be the 
nest where the virus multiplies.

Marin Isn't Only Place 
Where School Costs Jump 


Spending on the education of Amer­ 
ican young people is taking at least $20 
billion out of the pockets of taxpayers 
and parents in the current academic 
year. The total national bill for public 
and private education has jumped from 
$14 billion to $20 billion in only three 
years, and the forecasters say it will go 
on up to at least $30 billion by the mid- 
1960s. 
This is plainly something more than a 
result of creeping price inflation. The 
reasons why school costs are going up 
much faster than other costs are not 
hard to find. There are more children 
to educate than there used to be; more 
of them are finishing high school and 
going to college; and more money is be­ 
ing spent on each pupil. All this re­ 
quires more buildings and more teach­ 
ers. And salaries of teachers have had 
to be raised. In the end, the additions 
along the whole line translate into dol­ 
lars—billions of them. 
A few figures demonstrate why the 
costs of education are rising so rapidly. 
Total school enrollment, nationally from 
kindergarten through college, has shot 
up in five years from 36 million to 43 
million. The proportion of children 14 
to 17 years old who are in school has 


risen from 79 to 90 per cent since 1940, 
and in the same period the proportion of 
young people 18-24 years old who are in 
school or college has risen from 13 to 22 
per cent. 
Average expenditures per 
pupil in public schools have increased 
in ten years by 72 per cent. Average sal­ 
aries of classroom teachers have gone 
up nationally 75 per cent in ten years. 


Costs of education could not go up the 
way they have, however good the rea­ 
sons, without stirring strong opposition. 
Much of the controversy now is over the 
amount of spending necessary to main­ 
tain educational facilities of high quali­ 
ty and over the extent to which higher 
education should be subsidized. Some 
persons insist that a good deal of school 
money is going into luxury facilities and 
frill courses not essential to a good edu­ 
cation. Others question the advisability 
of trying to give a full high school edu­ 
cation to pupils obviously not equipped 
to benefit from it. 


That’s the picture nationally. Here in 
Marin we can take comfort perhaps in 
the fact that our problems along these 
lines are not unique. Almost everybody 
else in the U.S.A. is facing a similar sit­ 
uation with regard to education costs. 


What's This? Bush Elephant? 


The Marin County Bush Elephant is 
one of the shiest of our county’s wild 
creatures. Rarely seen, this small (3 
feet tall at the shoulders) beast is noc­ 
turnal in habit and is known for the 
strange noises it makes in the night. A 
low whistling sound. 
Omniverous, it thrives on poison oak 
and oysters which it crushes shell and 
all in its powerful teeth. The poison oak 
provides roughage and helps reload the 
poisonous stinger in this strange ani­ 
mal's tail. The sting of a full grown bush 
elephant is exceedingly painful, but 
rarely fatal. He resorts to this powerful

weapon only when wounded or cor­ 
nered.

Iran May Be Next Soviet 
Target In Middle East

ISTANBUL, Turkey (UPD — 
The next Soviet target in the 
Middle East could be Iran. 
Here in Turkey, in t h e 
United 
Arab 
Republic 
of 
Egypt and Syria, in Lebanon 
and even in Baghdad it is 
agreed that the battle for the 
Middle East is just beginning. 
And as communism spreads 
its tentacles a c r o s s I r a q , 
neighboring Iran is a natural 
target. It becomes the more 
so in light of the growing 
enmity b e t w e e n President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s UAR 
and the Soviet Union. 
For with Syria firmlv in 
Nasser’s grasp, Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev loses 
his chance for a M editerran­ 
ean port. Therefore, he might 
decide it is time for a flank­ 
ing action, driving toward the 
Persian Gulf. 
Such an idea would not be 
new to the Russians. 


IN 1940, DURING the brief 
period of friendship between 
Russia and Hitler’s Germany, 
the Russians candidly describ­ 
ed the “area south of Batum 
and Baku in the general direc­ 
tion of the Persian Gulf” as 
the center of Soviet aspira­ 
tions. 
If Communism takes over 
Iraq, then Iran is the only 
bar to fulfilment of t h a t 
dream. 
Here in Istanbul, responsi­ 
ble Turks believe the West­ 
ern powers may not be suf­ 
ficiently impressed with the 
Soviet southward threat 
with the historic reality 
Soviet aspirations. 
It would not be hard to con­ 
vince many here that the So­ 
viet Mideastern threat is a 
greater one than the Soviet 
threat to West Berlin. 


THREE PASSES split the 
mountains dividing Iraq and 
Iran and provide the o n l y 
feasible land routes between 
them. 
The Iraqi Army’s Second 
Division is spread out across 


Northern Iraq guarding those 
passes. But at most it is a tok­ 
en show of force because no 
one expects an invasion from 
Iran. 
But Iran itself could be in­ 
vaded, not from the south 
but from the north. 
It need not necessarily be 
a military invasion. The Rus­ 
sians had a military foothold 
in Iran after World War II 
and held it until the force of 
world opinion marshaled by 
the United Nations pushed 
them out. 
The weapon used could be 
the same weapon being used 
today in Iraq. 
A sudden coup t o p p l e d 
Iraq’s King Feisal before the 
Western World scarcely knew 
what had happened. Then the 
Communists moved in to the 
point where many in the Mid­ 
dle East believe it will be al­ 
most impossible to oust them. 
The 
Communist T u d e h 
Party in Iran is outlawed. But 
its strength remains and it 
has never ceased its plotting.

We Have Proof We Can Make 
But We'll Share Secret With You 


WE ARE ABOUT to hang 
out our shingle in the rain­ 
m aker business. 
Over the past w e e k e n d , 
after contemplating the job 
through a long period of dry 
weather, we undertook to cut 
a hole in the roof of a shed 
in our back yard, to install a 
required chimney. 
The skies, which had smil­ 
ed so benignly for many a 
week, promptly clouded up 
and rained — aiming, so far 
as we could determine, square­ 
ly at the hole in our roof.

Capital Columnist Gets Word Of 
Brown Ambitions From Roger Kent 


WASHINGTON—“We think 
California has always thrown 
in its hand too early, in past 
national conventions.” 


The remark has a sinister 
r i n g 
f o r 
non-Californian 
Democratic candidates hoping 
for California delegates. It was 
made by one of the revivors 
of the California Democracy, 
Roger Kent, who is now chair­ 
man of the northern half of 1 
the state organization. It an­ 
nounces, in clear terms, what 
may be called the serious dark 
horse candidacy of California 
Gov. Pat Brown for the Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion. 


THERE IS THE widest dif­ 
ference, of course, between 
an ordinary dark horse and 
a serious dark horse. J u s t 
about every senator and gov­ 
ernor in both parties is an 
ordinary dark horse, if he is 
not an avowed candidate. 


To be a serious dark horse, 
however, you have to be sol­ 
emnly convinced t h a t y o u 
really can slip past the front- 
runners a n d w in in t h e 
stretch. You h a v e to o w n 
some delegates who will as­ 
sist you in this delicate oper­ 
ation. And you have to have 
a theory about how you can 
use your delegate strength. 


Gov. Brown, it is clear, now 
passes all three of these inter, 
esting tests. The development 
began to be suspected when 
he came to Washington to 
speak at the Gridiron Dinner, 
and stayed on to make the 
formal round of the o t h e r 
Democratic candidates w h o 
now form such a rank local 
growth. The reality of the 
development has since been 
confirmed by visiting Brown 
henchmen, a m o n g w h o m 
Roger Kent was the most sig­ 
nificant. 


THE BROWN THEORY is 
simple. California’s political 
importance has grown greatly 
since the days when the Re­ 
publicans foolishly underrated 
the vote-getting possibilities 
of Earl Warren. 


California law requires Cali­ 
fornia convention delegates to 
stay with the man they are 
pledged to until he reieases 
them. A favorite son delega^ 
tion pledged to Brown is be­ 


ing prepared. Hence the gov­ 
ernor will also have the means 
to be insistent. Brown is fur­ 
ther reported to believe that 
neither of the active Demo­ 
cratic candidates, Sens. Ken­ 
nedy of Massachusetts and 
Humphrey of Minnesota, is 
going to be nominated in the 
end. If Kennedy and Hum­ 
phrey fail, the Brown argu­ 
ment is said to run, the con­ 
vention will then look at the 
inactive-active candidate, Sen. 
Symington of Missouri, and 
the inactive but available can­ 
didate, Sen Johnson of Texas. 
But neither Symington nor 
Johnson can hope to carry 
California, a c c o r d i n g to 
Brown. So why not Brown as 
the next choice? 
If the Governor really has 
the guts to hold out the huge 
California delegation for bal­ 
lot after ballot, in the manner 
above-indicated, it will m atter 
a great deal to the other can­ 
didates, even if the Brown 
theory utterly fails to work. 
The front-runners, and espe­ 
cially Sen. Kennedy, will not 
be able to look to California 
to put them over. By the same 
token, the other inactive but 
available candidate, A d 1 a i 
Stevenson, is just as likely as 
Brown — indeed a good deal 
more likely as of now — to 
benefit from a successfully 
executed stop-everybody-else 
plan. That fact certainly can­ 
not be absent from the minds 
of the rather numerous Cali­ 
fornia Democrats w h o a r t 
Brown supporters, but Ste­ 
venson enthusiasts too.

Spaak Decries

Disease Threat 
Follows Floods 
In Madagascar 


TANANARIVE, Madagascar 
m —A mounting danger from 
cholera and the plague faced 
residents of this flood-stricken 
island today where 50,000 are 
homeless and more than 3,000 
have died. 
Prime M i n i s t e r Philibert 
Tsiranana said the toll from 
five successive typhoons may 
well be over an estimated 3,000 
dead. 
He said anything like an 
accurate estimate was impos­ 
sible since the torrential rains 
and floods wiped out nearly 
all communications over four- 
fifths of the 1,000-mile-long is­ 
land, 260 miles off the south­ 
east coast of Africa. 
“Tens of thousands of home­ 
less villagers are camping out 
on the high ground,” the pre­ 
mier said. 
He said Frenche military 
transport planes which had 
been flying supplies to isolated 
groups of refugees were being 
held up for lack of parachutes. 
Tsiranana said there was 
mounting danger of “the two 
scourges w h i c h accompany 
catastrophes: Cholera and the 
plague.”

He pushed through 
thousands of amalgamations, 
but suddenly Stalin halted 
the program. 
The coal miner from Kursk 
listened in silence at the 20th 
Communist Congress in Octo­ 
ber. 1952. Georgi Malenkov, 
Stalin’s dour right hand, re­ 
ferred to Khrushchev as one 
of “our individual executive 
workers” who erred in trying 
to force farm consolidation. 
“They t r i e d , ” thundered 
Malenkov, “to bring about at 
a forced tempo the mass re­ 
settlement of villages in large 
collective settlements, to de­ 
molish old collective farm in­ 
stallations and homes of col­ 
lective farmers, to create in­ 
stead agregereds.” 
But K h r u s h c h e v had 
bounce. Despite this awe­ 
some blast, he emerged from 
the 1952 congress a member 
of the expanded Presidium 
which supplanted the Polit­ 
buro, and a member of an 
expanded party secretariat. 


Malenkov would live to rue 
his words. Long after Stalin’s 
death, Khrushchev would re­ 
vert to 1952 and blame Malen­ 
kov for the sorry state of So­ 
viet agriculture 
t h e n . 
He 
would succeed in having Mal­ 
enkov thrown out of the hier­ 
archy. 
Shortly after the 1952 con­ 
gress, the lives of all Politburo 
members were in grave dan­ 
ger. Stalin, to quote a diplo­ 
mat of the day, had “reached 
for the bottle again.” A new 
blood purge was in the mak­ 
ing. Stalin’s assistants fabri­ 
cated a fantastic story about a 
plot of doctors to poison Stalin 
and other leading figures. 
Luckily for the Politburo- 
some say it was more than 
coincidence—Stalin died in 
March, 1953. Stalin’s body 
was not cold before the 
plotting began. 
Malenkov took both of Stal­ 
in’s jobs: Premier and first 
party secretary, in control of 
both party and government. 
Within two weeks, Khrushchev 
nudged Malenkov from the 
party job. 
Those were nervous days. 
The new leadership, calling it­ 
self “collective,” felt impelled 
to promise abundance to the 
long-suffering p u b l i c . The 
whole fantastic story of the 
doctors’ plot was reversed. But 
not for three years did the So­ 
viet public learn why. 
At 
the 
1956 
congress, 
Khrushchev sobbed out the 
terrifying story. Not a man 
on the Politburo had been 
safe, he recalled, after an 
obscure Dr. Timashuk un­ 
folded her tale of the plot. 
Khrushchev b l a m e d the 
whole thing on a letter written 
by this doctor to Stalin in 
which she declared “that doc­ 
tors were applying supposedly 
improper methods of medical 
treatment.” 
“Such a letter was enough 
for Stalin to reach the imme­ 
diate conclusion 
that there 
were doctor-plotters in the So­ 
viet Union,” said Khrushchev. 
“Stalin personally called the 
investigating judge and gave 
him instructions, advising him 
which investigative 
methods 
should be used. These methods 
were simple: Beat, beat and 
once again beat.” 
So much for the man who 
was, for so many years, Nikita 
Khrushchev’s “great g e n i u s 
leader and teacher.” Khrush­ 
chev’s own methods were to 
seem more refined by com­ 
parison.

Formosa Says

NEW DELHI (UPH—'The offi­ 
cial Chinese Nationalist Cen­ 
tral News Agency said today 
the Dalai Lama has reached a 
safe place in Tibet and is per­ 
sonally leading the r e v o l t 
against the Chinese Commun­ 
ists. 


Reports in Taipei newspa­ 
pers said the Nationalist air 
force was airdropping encour­ 
aging leaflets and minor sup­ 
plies—“comfort items” such as 
toothbrushes, towels, etc.,—to 
the rebels and planned to fly 
in Nationalist officials to help 
the rebels. 
There was no word however 
that arms, ammunition, signal 
equipment and other military 
supplies promised by the Na­ 
tionalists were being parachut­ 
ed to the rebels.

An official source said the 
second secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy, Nicolai M. Remisov, 
and a military-naval attache, 
Nicolai V. Asenov, were given 
until Friday to get out of the 
country.

As Special Deputies 


About 100 special deputies, 
sworn in under new Sheriff 
Louis P. Mountanos. will meet 
about twice a year to get train­ 
ing in law enforcement. 


The sheriff has nearly com­ 
pleted picking his specials, re­ 
sponsible citizens ready for call 
to help regulars in time of 
need such as disasters and 
riots. The special deputies live 
in various parts of the county 
to 
give 
complete 
coverage 
from the Sonoma County line 
to Golden Gate Bridge. 
WEAR STARS 
All specials have identifica­ 
tion cards from Sheriff Moun­ 
tanos and are allowed to wear 
stars and have a concealed 
weapon permit. The new spe­ 
cial deputies replace the 250 
who were sworn in under form­ 
er Sheriff David Menary. 


Menary’s predecessor, Wal­ 
ter Sellmer. accumulated some 
1.200 special deputies during 
his 20-year regime. At the time 
Sellmer left office, he had 


about 400 specials in the active 
file. 
CARDS EXPIRE 
All identification cards for 
special deputies issued under 
Sellmer and Menary have ex­ 
pired. The new sheriff starts 
out with his new group of 
about 100 for his first four 
years in office. 
Sheriff Mountanros explained 
that the purpose of special dep­ 
uties is to be on call to work 
with regular deputies in time 
of need. Resident deputies in 
outlying 
areas like Stinson

USE PERMIT TERMS 
Under the terms of a use per­ 
mit granted last July, occupan­ 
cy of the seminary is prohibit­ 
ed until plans and specifica­ 
tions for a circulation road are 
approved by the county and a 
bond is posted guaranteeing 
completion of the road within 
two years. 
So far, the Baptists have 
come forth with neither plans 
nor bond. 
Meanwhile, construction has 
progressed to the point where 
the electricity can be turned 
on. The electrical subcontrac­ 
tor wants to try it out. 
The hitch came three weeks 
ago when Public Works Direc 
tor Marvin W. Brigham held 
that turning on the electricity 
constitutes occupancy. And oc­ 
cupancy, he reminded Dr. Har 
old K. Graves, seminary presi­ 
dent, is forbidden until the 
road requirements are met. 


NEED ELECTRICITY 
“ It would be tragic if we 
could 
not 
have 
electricity 
soon,” Dr. Graves told the sup­ 
ervisors yesterday. “ It’s just a 
matter of checking the lines 
and keeping them hot.” 
After nearly an hour of de­ 
bate, the board authorized the 
flow of electrical current to 
start, but insisted that all con­ 
ditions of the use permit be 
met before actual physical oc­ 
cupancy of the seminary takes 
place.

Let's Hope Rigney Lets Good 


Pitchers Solve Own Problems 


It was shortly after the start of the 
1958 season when it became obvious the 
San Francisco Giants were “short” in 
pitching. 
Manager Bill Rigney began lifting 
pitchers for pinch hitters and that pro­ 
vided a necessity for using up many 
more pitchers in a ball game, than his 
meager staff could stand. 
Now with the dawn of the 1959 sea­ 
son it behooves skipper Rigney to 
change his tactics. 
As Rigney maneuvered the 
pitchers in 1958, one has to ad­ 
mit he did remarkably well 
with the material he had to 
work with. 
But 1959 presents an alto­ 
gether different picture. 
Rigney has a pitching staff, 
in length, in depth and in 
quality. The finest recipe we 
can offer him at this moment 
is to let the pitchers work 
themselves out of their own 
trouble instead of “Rig” scram­ 
bling into the picture and muss­ 
ing up his staff by hurried 
changes. 
Many a baseball manager has 
“out-managed” himself by the 
treatm ent of his pitching corp. 


RIGNEY IS A MANAGER 
who wants to win today's game 
today and let tomorrow’s game 
take care of itself. A commend­ 
able belief but not altogether 
a wise policy. 
Pitchers get into j a m s of 
themselves. They also get out 
of it by themselves. And the 
manager who yanks a pitcher 
in a fit of anger lives to see a 
disgruntled staff and a losing 
ball club. 
All I hope is that in 1959 
when a Giant pitcher is chosen 
to start a game, he be allowed 
to continue for a reasonable 
length of time in order to get 
going. 
Many a time last year Rig­ 
ney yanked pitchers when even 
the fans in the stands felt he 
was doing wrong. 
I’ll be glad to “confer” with 
Mr. Rigney any time he seeks 
my aid. But I hope he gets over 
the 1958 jitters and lets his 
starting pitcher climb out of 
the hot spots by himself.

school of thought on pitching 
is that a starting pitcher ought 
to be able to go most of the 
game. And when he has to be 
relieved, he is deserving of the 
same number of days rest as 
if he pitched the full nine in­ 
nings. 
Some of the relief pitchers 
in baseball today flourish be­ 
cause they know they are only 
to pitch a short time. 


MY CONTENTION is if a 
pitcher is good enough to start 
a ball game, the m a n a g e r 
should be pretty choosy about 
taking him out for someone he 
didn’t think was good enough 
to start the game. 
Every four days is the diet 
for starting pitchers. And if 
you measure that recipe for a 
season, it means a pretty soft 
job.

AIDS TO NAVIGATION 
(This article has been con­ 
tributed to this series by Abe 
Blumenfeld, former flotilla 
commander and now chief 
boat examiner.) 


Reference has been made in 
this series to the necessity of 
using common sense in boating, 
so that the end result of care­ 
fulness would be (1) elimina­ 
tion of personal injuries or 
death. (2) minimization of prop­ 
erty damages, (3) more pleas­ 
ure from your boating activi­ 
ties. 
Therefore, this article will 
deal in generalities of “aids to 
navigation,” meaning that a 
basic knowledge of the inter­ 
pretation of those 
markers, 
buoys, and lights placed in all 
navigable waters by the U. S. 
Coast Guard will further these 
aims. 
Knowledge of the system of 
buoys and markers is most im­ 
portant. Knowing what they 
mean enables the skipper of 
any craft, large or small, to 
proceed to the place he desires 
to take the craft and keep it 
put of dangerous waters and 
afloat. 


BUOYS 
Buoys are numbered and 
colored in several ways; and 
some are lighted and some are 
equipped with sound devices. 
All have a meaning. 
First it must be remembered 
that the numbers and colors 
are based on “entering from 
seaward.” 
On entering any port or 
channel “from seaward” red 
buoys, bearing even numbers, 
are kept to starboard (the right 
hand side of the boat). The fol­ 
lowing aid to memory will help: 
You learned the three R’s when 
you were in schooL That’s easy 


to remember—“red right re­ 
turning.” 
Odd-numbered buoys, paint­ 
ed black, are kept on your port 
(left) side when entering. Here 
again is a memory aid: BPOE 
“black to port on entering.” 
Remember also, that going 
toward “seaward” the position 
of colors is reversed. 
Generally speaking, in main 
channels, 
the 
odd-numbered 
black buoys found on your port 
side are can types; while the 
red buoys, e v e n -n u m b e r e d , 
found on your starboard side, 
are spar or nun buoys. 
Mid-channel buoys may be of 
either type, and are vertically 
striped, black and white, mean­ 
ing pass on either side. 
Obstruction buoys are paint­ 
ed with horizontal red and 
black bands and denote which 
side to pass on. The top band 
is the cue. If red, pass to port 
side of buoy (your starboard). 
If top band is black, pass to 
starboard side of buoy (your 
port side). 
Buoys painted white denote 
an anchorage area. 
Buoys painted yellow denote 
a quarantine area 
Green 
and 
white 
striped 
buoys denote dredging opera­ 
tions. 
There are other and varied 
types of markers, used on shore 
and on posts set in the water, 
but space does not permit of 
detailing them all. For a com­ 
plete study, I recommend Chap­ 
man’s book “Seamanship and 
Small Boat Handling.” 
For night navigation there is 
also a system of lights, and 
again I refer to Chapman’s for 
full detail. In general, however, 
black channel buoys are lighted 
with a green flashing light, and 
red buoys with a red flashing 
light. Mid-channel buoys will 
have a white flashing light

Damages 


F. Lloyd Grandi, developer 
of Fairhills Manor in San Ra­ 
fael, must pay $20,500 in dam­ 
ages to contractor Herbert A. 
Crocker for breach of con­ 
tract, under a Marin Superior 
Court ruling. 
Judge N. Charles Brusatori, 
who heard the case in March, 
1958, handed down the deci­ 
sion in favor of Crocker last 
Friday. In addition to the dam­ 
ages, the judge ruled that 
Grandi must turn over three 
lots 
in 
Fairhills 
Manor 
to 
Crocker for a total option price 
of $14,500. 
According to Crocker, he en­ 
tered into a written contract 
with Grandi in August, 1951, 
agreeing to provide Grandi 
with a subdivision improve­ 
ment bond to enable Grandi to 
develop the area. In return 
Grandi agreed to deed certain 
lots to him and give him op­ 
tions to buy others, Crocker 
contended. 
Judge Brusatori ruled that 
Grandi had failed to live up to 
the contract.

Counsel Bill 


Passes Test 


SACRAMENTO OJPD — Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown's proposal 
for a state consumer counsel 
has been approved by an As­ 
sembly committee despite fears 
of one member that it might 
become a ‘ propaganda agency 
for the administration.’’ 
The governmental efficiency 
committee yesterday approved 
the consumer counsel bill by 
Sen. Richard Richards <D-Los 
Angeles). 
Seven 
Democrats 
voted for the measure and six 
Republicans opposed it. 
REPRESENT CONSUMERS 
Richards explained that if his 
bill became law the counsel 
would represent the interests 
of consumers before state agen­ 
cies such as the Public Utilities 
Commission and before the 
Legislature. 
• 
He said the counsel would be 
directed to study consumer 
i needs and propose legislation 
to satisfy them if he thought 
new laws were necessary. 
SOLON ALARMED 
However, Assemblyman Har­ 
old K. Levering iR-Los Ange­ 
les) said he was “alarmed” by 
the measure which he said he 
felt could become a propaganda 
agency. 
Ralph Herbert, representing 
the Advertising Assn. of the 
West, opposed the measure 
which he said was “approach­ 
ing socialism.” 
He said the existing Better 
Business Bureaus and cham­ 
bers of commerce already do 
the job which is outlined for 
the proposed consumer coun­ 
sel. 


State Declares 
War Against 
‘Hopper Threat 
SACRAMENTO (UPD—An or­ 
ganized fight against a threat­ 
ened grasshopper attack on 
California cropland was under 
way today by the state Bureau 
of Entomology. 
The bureau reported that 
grasshoppers were hatching in 
the barren hills in Kern and 
San Luis Obispo Counties and 
threatened to move into vege­ 
table and field crops. 
Martin Poyner, a s s i s t a n t 
state leader of grasshopper 
control, said farmers in the 
Edison-Arvin, Wheeler Ridge 
and Maricopa areas had organ­ 
ized a cooperative rangeland 
grasshopper control program. 
The plan calls for the spray­ 
ing of some 200,000 acres in 
I the foothills where the hatch­ 
ing is under way. Poyner said 
grasshopper counts r a n g e d 
from 5 to 50 hoppers per 
square yard with the average 
count running about 25 per 
square yard, which is consid­ 
ered to be a heavy infestation. 


Bills To Speed Vote 
Counting Approved 


SACRAMENTO (UPD — Two 
steps designed to speed up Cal­ 
ifornia’s vote counting have 
been approved by a state Sen­ 
ate committee. 
The 
Elections 
Committee 
yesterday approved the mea­ 
sures which were suggested by 
newspaper editors throughout 
the state after the painfully 
slow ballot county in the 1958 
election. 
One of the measures, author­ 
ed by Sen. James A. Cobey (D- 
Merced), would require county 
clerks to keep a running tabu­ 
lation of votes beginning as 
soon as the polls close and con­ 
tinuing until all ballots are 
counted. 
The other proposal, offered 
by Assemblyman Robert Crown 
I (D-Alameda), would permit all 
counties to use electronic or 
mechanical devices to count 
ballots. 
It was the first legislative 
test for Cobey’s bill and a semi­ 
final contest for Crown’s pro­ 
posal, which has already been 
passed by the Assembly. 
Managing editors Art Vo- 
kerts of the Santa Rosa Press- 
Democrat and Gordon Sinclair 
of the Santa Cruz Sentinel pre- 


sented the case for the bills. 
Volkerts told the committee 
that California editors were 
“ashamed” of the slowness of 
recent election counts. 
Sinclair said that in the event 
of a close election for presi­ 
dent, 
California's 
“archeic” 
vote counting system might 
force the entire nation to wait 
45 days “before anyone would 
know who was elected presi­ 
dent.” 
He said if that happened. Cal­ 
ifornia would become a nation­ 
al laughing stock. 
Cobey said he thought that 
“next to accuracy, the most im­ 
portant quality for a vote count 
is speed. 
“There is no reason for a 
candidate to have to wait 45 
days to find out if he got elect­ 
ed,” Cobey said.

North Solons Propose 
Rival Water Measure 


SACRAMENTO UP—A group 
of 
northern 
senators today 
challenged Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown’s 
statewide 
aqueduct 
program with a rival multi- 
project plan calling for upward 
of two billion dollars. 


Sen. RandolDh Collier (R- 
Yreka) and six others introduc­ 
ed legislation which proposes 
allocating the money on a for­ 
mula patterned after the north- 
south sharing of state highway 
funds. 
Their rival plan provides for 
a two-billion-dollar bond issue 
and' use of all tideland oil rev­ 
enue, except for $16,750,000 a 
year set aside for beaches and 
parks. 
The area north of the central 
San Joaquin Valley would re­ 
ceive 51 per cent of the total 
water money. The area to the 
south would get the rest. 


The Collier legislation ap­ 
peared yesterday just as Sen. 
Hugh M. Burns (D-Fresno) in­ 
troduced the governor’s bill for 
a 960-million-dollar bond issue 
to finance an aqueduct to move 
northern water all the way to 
San Diego County 


Twenty-six of the 39 sena­ 
tors (one vacancy) joined Burns 
as co-authors — more t h a n 
enough to assure passage of the 
measure. 
Brown has asked for 80 mil­ 


lion dollars in tideland oil in­ 
come this year to purchase 
rights of way, primarily. In 
reply to questions, he told his 
news conference yesterday he 
had determined that the 960 
million in bonds along with the 
oil funds, would be sufficient 
to complete the project. 


Collier objected, however, 
that the governor’s program in­ 
volves only the one project, 
and that the bond issue pro­ 
posed by Brown was not large 
enough to develop projects 
elsewhere in the state. 
Collier’s bill accompanying 
his two-billion-dollar bond issue 
specifies that 27Mi per cent 
of the northern allocation and 
21 per cent of the southern 
amount must be spent for lo­ 
cal development.

Contract Award 
For Nick's Cove 
Delayed Again 


Awarding of a contract for 
expansion and improvement of 
Miller Park boating facilities 
at Nick’s Cove on Tomales Bay 
was put off for another week 
yesterday by the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors. 
Public Works Director Mar­ 
vin W. Brigham said he is at­ 
tempting to obtain a supple­ 
mentary state allocation of 
$10,000 to add to the $33,092 
approved for the Nick’s Cove 
project last year by the state 
Wildlife Conservation Board. 
All five bids, opened March 
17, are above the 1958 alloca­ 
tion, which was based on cost 
estimates made two yean ago. 
Low bidder was Carey Brothers 
Construction Co. of Greenbrae 
at $43,287. 
Brigham, 
who 
appeared 
hopeful about getting addition­ 
al state funds, said he may not 
have the answer before the 
board’s April 14 meeting. On 
the chance that word will come 
sooner, the board put the mat­ 
ter over one week.

“The information I’ve re­ 
ceived over the last six months 
leads me to believe that major 
efforts are pending in the ad­ 
vertising industry in California 
to place in operation sublim­ 
inal techniques. 
“This is certainly true in 
television and possibly in the 
field of radio as well.” 
Richards’ bill would state 
that “no person shall transmit 
within the state any radio or 
television signal which carries 
any advertisement or other 
message which is perceptible 
only to the subconscious mind 
or as to which the normal lis­ 
tener or viewer would be con­ 
sciously unaware except sub- 
liminally.”

Music Hath Powers To Induce 


Bossy To Increase Milk Yield 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The beat 
of piped-in music has produc­ 
tion humming in 20,000 plants 
and offices across the nation. 
But workers aren’t the only 
ones being swayed by the me­ 
lodious rhythms. 
At McKeesport, Pa., experi­ 
menters found that music in 
the cowbarn increased the yield 
of milk. 
In the Springfield, Mass., An­ 
imal Hospital, dogs and cats 
took to fighting when the hos­ 
pital’s music-making apparatus 
went on the blink. 
Soon after music drifted into 
the roosts of a Dayton, 0., 
chicken farm, egg-laying went 
up 14 per cent. 
And on a poultry farm in 
Tariffville, Conn., Rock Cornish 
hens have been putting on more 
weight despite a reduction in 


rations — since lilting tunes 
have invaded the hen house. 


But 
with 
human 
chicks, 
music, apparently, has just the 
opposite effect. It is used by 
two nation-wide chains of re­ 
ducing salons. 


To prove that music has an 
effect on the senses, medical 
science has run some strange 
experiments. 
Dr. Charles M. Diserins, of 
the University of Cincinnati, 
tested 10 men for strength of 
grip. Six of them were strong­ 
er when music was played. 
Another experimenter play­ 
ed 
the 
“National 
Emblem 
March” and measured physio­ 
logical response to the beat. 
Just about every body function 
was stimulated, including the 
cardiovascular system, muscul­ 


ar activity, working power, di* 
gestion and secretions. 
In a six-day bicycle race at 
Madison Square Garden, riders 
who pedalled to music averaged 
19.6 miles per hour; those with 
out, 17.9 miles per hour. 
Scientists first analyzed the 
power of music in industry in 
1938, charting the effect of 
melody on girls in a chocolate 
factory. Output improved from 
6.2 to 10.2 per cent when music 
was played. 
From coast to coast, it ii esti­ 
mated that 50 million persons 
work or play each day to piped- 
in music. 
Uses range from cradle to 
grave. Up-to-the-minute deliv­ 
ery suites in maternity hospit­ 
als use it. And so does the Citi­ 
zens Mortuary in Sacramento, 
Calif.

Be Long Before Planes Outmoded 
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TOP AIRM AN AT HAMILTON 
A /lc Donald R. Carson, an electronics expert in the 
Western Air Defense Force Directorate of Electronics at 
Hamilton Air Force Base, has been named Hamilton’s “Air­ 
man of the Month” for February.

OMAHA, Neb. (UP1) — The

war room are detailed charts 
out-lining the complex strategy 
to be used in case of war. Ed- 
mundson and Maj. Gen. Robert 
H. Terrill, director of SAC op­ 
erations, are the chief archi­ 
tects of those plans. 
With the aid of a highly 
trained staff and a battery of 
electronic computors, the oper­ 
ations officers sort through 
mountains of information to 
determine which targets should 
have priority, how they should 
be reached, where in-the-air 
refueling should be set up and 
the other intricate details of 
a nuclear counter-offensive. 
Edmundson, whose home is 
Santa Monica, said the prob­ 
lems are made even more com­ 
plex because the plans must 
take into consideration all of 
the many factors which can­ 
not be pre-determined.

my attack and the counter-at­ 
tack. 
Edmundson said the biggest 
problem facing SAC is the 
“survival of the force so a 
counter-attack can be launch­ 
ed.” He said the two key de­ 
fenses are dispersal of the 
force and an a l e r t system 
which will get the counter-at­ 
tacking planes into the air. 
Two of the key ingredients 
in future war plans are the 
sleek B 58 and the mighty B 
70. Like the missiles, they are 
not yet proven weapons, but 
Edmundson said they are only 
a “couple of years away.” 
rme swept-wing B 58 Hustler 
which can fly twice the speed 
of sound is scheduled to re­ 
place the B 47 medium bomb­ 
er, present workhorse of SAC’s 
armada.

SEOUL (UPD—One of this 
capital city’s few remaining 
major scars of the Korean con­ 
flict was erased with the com­ 
pletion of reconstruction of the 
historical Han River bridge. 
The 2,762-foot-long highway 
bridge was reopened to traffic 
after several months of repair 
work which brought it back to 
pre-war condition. 
Following a brief ceremony 
on the sand bank just below the 
b r i d g e , President Syngman 
Rhee cut a multi-colored tape 
and became the first man to 
cross the bridge since it was 
closed last fall. 
Built by the Japanese In 
1937, the highway bridge has 
been the southern gateway to 
the city of Seoul, spanning the 
historic Han River across which 
many a 
bloody battle was 
fought during the three-year 


Korean conflict. 
ROK army engineers blew it 
up immediately after North Ko­ 
rean Communists e n t e r e d 
Seoul in the early morning 
hours of June 28, 1950, only 
three days after the war broke 
out. 
The demolition helped keep 
the Communist troops from ad­ 
vancing beyond the river for a 
week, giving badly battered 
South Korean forces valuable 
time to regroup.

Coffee Break Getting 


Ever More Popular 


WILLOW GRÒ VE, Pa., m — 
The “coffee break" not only has 
become generally accepted in 
U.S. business operations, ac­ 
cording to a survey, but more 
often than not there’s more 
than one a day. 
The National Office Manage­ 
ment Assn. surveyed nearly 
2,000 firms in the U.S. and Can­ 
ada, it reports, and found that 
coffee breaks in the working 
day, most of them now permit 
two one in the morning and one 
in the afternoon, normally of 
15 minutes each. 
Western America is more 
generous with coffee breaks 


than the East, the survey show­ 
ed. In the West, 93 per cent 
of businesses checked allow two 
breaks; the Canadian average 
was 80 per cent. 
For all firms checked in Can­ 
ada and this country, the aver­ 
age was 81 per cent with reg­ 
ularly scheduled breaks. Four­ 
teen per cent of the employers 
said they allowed workers to 
have coffee or other refresh­ 
ment on a non-scheduled basis. 
Major benefit reported: the 
breaks served as morale boost­ 
ers. Major complaint: Workers 
did not get b a c k to w ork 
promptly afterwards.

Port Once Pirate Lair 


Busy With Commerce 


PORT ROYAL, S. C. (UPD — 
Port Royal, once the blood- 
drenched capital of the Spanish 
Main, is stirring again, but this 
time 
with 
peace-time 
com­ 
merce. 
Port Royal, 50 miles south of 
Charleston, S. C., was officially 
reborn last October with high 
state and military officials at­ 
tending dedication of new $1,- 
500,000 dock and warehouse fa­ 
cilities. 


The first ocean vessel of the 
new Port Royal era was the 
Georg Russ out of Hamburg, 
Germany. From now on the 
modern 500-foot pier will berth 
an increasing number of large 
freighters. 
The peaceful plying of world 
trade in the old port is in sharp 
contrast to the bloody days 250 
years ago when “ Blackbeard” 
Edward Teach and other buc­ 
caneers left the shelter of the 
port for lightning raids up and 
down the Spanish Main.

Secret's Out 
On Getting 
Good Shave 


NEW YORK fUPD—If a man 
can brush his teeth, make a 
cup of coffee, or read a news­ 
paper,' there’s no reason for 
him to get a poor shave. The 
secret, according to shaving 
authority Elbridge J. Cassel- 
man, is to brush teeth, make 
coffee or read the newspaper 
while your face is wet. 


Casselman says that even 
though most men spend be­ 
tween 10 and 15 minutes a day 
shaving, they often skip the 
most important step in the 
process. 


“They don’t soften the heard 
properly,” he complained. “ It 
takes three minutes of soaking 
to soften the beard properly. 
That way, the blade lasts long­ 
er and you get a smoother 
shave. Men with gray or white 
hair should soak the beard a 
little longer because their hair 


is more resistant to softening.” 
Casselman is a tall, white- 
haired gentleman who is the 
inspirationally clean-s h a v e n 
manager of research and de­ 
velopment for Gem Razors in 
Staunton, Va. 
His shaving masterpiece, en­ 
titled, “Factors Involved in Sat­ 
isfactory Shaving,” was pub­ 
lished by the American Medi­ 
cal Assn. in 1937 and still is the 
authoritative work on the sub­ 
ject. 
How does Casselman recom­ 
mend that men prepare the 
face for a shave? 
“First wash your face with 
hot water and toilet soap. Then 
rinse it. This removes the grit 
and the natural oils. Then 
wash and rinse the face again. 
“ I tell men to wash again 
mainly to kill time. Let those 
hairs soak. If three minutes 
aren’t consumed yet, they’d 
better find a way to kill more 
time. 
“Personally, I wash my face 
twice and go into the kitchen 
to put up the coffee. I leave 
my face wet. Some men brush 
their teeth after that second 
rinse. Others put on their socks 
and shoes while the beard 
soaks. Or take a shower. That 


Port Royal was discovered in 
1525 by a swashbuckling Span­ 
iard, Pedro de Quexos. But no I 
attempt to settle the area was! 
made until Captain. Jean Re- 
bault of France sailed into the 
harbor in 1562 and saw a port 
“large enough to float all the 
navies in the world.” 


The French called the harbor 
Port Royal and a garrison of 
some 30 men set up camp in 
the area in preparation for 
families which were to follow. 


But the men of the garrison 
were discontented, and when 
Rebault left for France, they 
mutinied and butchered their 
captain, Albert de la Pierra. 


Spanish settlers 
came 
in 
1566. but Indians drove them 
off. When another Spanish set­ 
tlement was attempted in 1587 
England’s Sir Francis Drake 
staged a raid and tumbled the 
Spaniards back to St. Augus­ 
tine. 


Lord Cardress of Scotland 
brought a hardy band of Scots 
to Port Royal in 1684, but two 
years later the Spaniards stag­ 
ed a raid from St. Augustine. 
They slaughtered men, women 
and children as well as razing 
nearby English plantations. 


Meanwhile, the pirate flag 
had gone up on ships along the 
Carolina 
coast 
and 
Robert 
Searle struck out at shipping 
from hideaways in the .Port 
Royal area. He was followed in 
1705 by “Blackbeard,” who rav­ 
aged coastal commerce with 
four ships and 400 gold-seeking 
men. Stede Bonnet, that most 
curious of pirates — a gentle­ 
man, well-educated and the 
most cruel of the lot — plun­ 
dered the Port Royal area in 
1718. 


But a stubborn and courage­ 
ous governor at Charleston — 
Robert Johnson — impressed 
merchant vessels into service 
and went out after the black- 
flagged ships. 


Teach was captured in a hit­ 
ter fight, Bonnet was hanged 
and the renegade British of­ 
ficer Riehard Worley was killed 
on deck. Aboard Worley’s swift 
ship were found 30 young wo­ 
men being held as hostages. 
Worley had planned to sell 
them as indentured servants to 
unscrupulous p l a n t e r s and 
townsmen. 
By 1740, Port Royal had be­ 
come a bustling center for the 
indigo trade and 20 years later 
the “seed from Madagascar” — 
rice — was moving from the 
seaport. 
The Revolution halted the 
burgeoning commerce, though 
the battle of Charleston in 1776 
saved Port Royal for four years 
from British occupation. Then 
Charleston fell, and with it the 
thriving little port to the south. 
Rice and indigo again began 
moving eastward f r om Port 
Royal after the war and by the 
Civil War, Port Royal was chal­ 
lenging Charleston as a major 
Atlantic port. 
But on Nov. 7, 1861, seaman 
and troops conquered the two 
forts outside Port Royal har­ 
bor, ending its days as a Con­ 
federate bastion. 
Reconstruction came hard to 
Port Royal, while Charleston 
returned to its position as a 
world port. The rice trade 
dwindled out in 1912 — indigo 
had gone almost a century be­ 
fore.

Action Urged 
To Prop Up 
Leaning Tower 


PISA, Italy WPD—Is the lean­ 
ing Tower of Pisa going to 
topple? And if so, what can be 
done about it? 
Many experts predict that 
the 179-foot tower, built almost 
800 years ago. will fall over 
anywhere from 50 to 300 years 
from now unless something is 
done. 
Their predictions are based 
on the fact that the w h i t e 
marble structure has been lean­ 
ing at an alarming rate in re­ 
cent years. Now 17 feet, Vh 
inches out of plumb, it has tilt­ 
ed 8lz inches since 1910 — 
about twice the rate of the pre­ 
ceding 80 years. In 1958, it 
leaned .046 of an inch, greatest 
in any recorded year. 
All agree that the lean is due 
to the soft, water-permeated 
ground under its base in the Pi­ 
azza dei Miracoli. In fact, the 
tower started leaning right at 
the start—back in 1174 A.D. 
After building the first three 
stories, the co-architects, Bo- 
nanno and Guglielmo, gave up 
in disgust. Two hundred years 
later, another architect finish­ 
ed the job. He tried to correct 
the slant by angling the last 
five floors perpendicular to the 
base, but they leaned too. 
Prof. 
Giovanni 
Boaga, 
a 
Rome engineer, is one of those 
advocating drastic action—and 
right away. He proposed that 
the tower be dismantled and 
that a thick concrete slab be 
sunk 40 feet into the ground, 
over which the structure would 
be reassembled. He estimates 
that it would take five years 
and cost about S9.000.000. 
Another 
proposal 
is 
for 
pumping out some of the sand 
about the base on the far side 
of the lean, thus enabling the 
tower to shift back to a vertical 
position by itself. 
But the “Pisanos,’* the town 
folk who depend for their daily 
bread on the great curiosity of 
tourists in the leaning tower, 
are fearful of any meddling. 
They point out that injections 
of concrete to stiffen the soil 
and all the other measures 
taken to date, have not helped 
one bit. Further, they say ac­ 
curate records have only been 
kept since 1910 — not long 
enough to establish a basis for 
alarming predictions. 
They believe the tower has 
now attained a kind of “sus­ 
pended balance” which will last 
indefinitely and that any kind 
of tampering will only mean its 
doom.

The 
People-to-People 
Foundation has been created 
to further this ambitious aim. 
Walsh, 
37, 
an 
energetic 
Washington D.C. physician and 
former doctor In the Korean 
conflict, has been named by 
President Eisenhower to head 
the group. 
He confidently predicted that 
the Consolation would head for 
Asia on the Sept 15 target date. 
The Navy has agreed to loan 
the 15,000-ton vessel for the 
project, and the American Pres­ 
ident Lines 
has tentatively 
agreed to operate in on a non­ 
profit basis.

“The mission will be inspir­ 
ing evidence that people in this 
country are deeply concerned 
about the people in other coun­ 
tries as human beings,” Dr.

a 10-vear prison term. 
In the trial, the district at­ 
torney must show that the ac­ 
cused (1) knew the property 
was stolen, and (2) that he pos­ 
sessed it, or allowed others to 
hide it on his place. 
JURY’S VIEW 
It may take “ circumstantial” 
evidence to prove “ knowledge 
and possession.” So the jury 
may take a long look at sus­ 
picious circumstances: Did the 
accused buy the thing way be­ 
low market price? Did the sell­ 
er have a bad name? What kind 
of property was stolen? (Dia­ 
monds and watches, for exam­ 
ple.) When and where did the 
accused get the property? (e.g. 
at night, in an alley?) Did some­ 
one change the property’s iden­ 
tifications? 
Suppose you got the prop­ 
erty but did not know it was 
stolen. But suppose you later 
found out, and hid it Then you 
are guilty of concealing stolen 
property. 
LAW HELPS 
The prosecution has to prove 
you knew the property was 
stolen, but the law helps: It 
presumes you knew it was 
stolen if you got it from a 
youngster under 18. A buyer 
deals with such a minor at his 
own risk unless he bought the 
thing at a regular fixed place 
of business. 
The state can prosecute a 
“fence” who arranges with the 
thief to receive stolen prop­ 
erty. As an accomplice he may 
also be guilty of conspiracy to 
commit theft, burglary, or rob­ 
bery. 
EXTRA DUTY 
Certain dealers in second 
hand goods have an extra duty 
to find out, if they can, wheth­ 
er the seller owns the prop­ 
erty. Otherwise the law pre­ 
sumes they knew it was stolen. 
The owner’s right to his 
property is not affected wheth­ 
er or not the buyer knew it 
was stolen.

Backing into a curbside 
parking space on a busy 
strost requires a sharp look­ 
out through the roar window 
for approaching traffic.

GIs Cheer 
Streamlined 
Payroll Setup 


FT. CAMPBELL, Ky. (UPD— 
The old song that “happy is 
the day when the Army gets 
its pay.” But it hasn’t always 
been thus for the company 
clerks, finance 
officers 
and 
others who make out the pay­ 
rolls. 
For even in the “old Army” 
of World War II, this was a 
back-breaking job which never 
s e e m e d to come out quite 
right. And in the peace-time 
Army, the chore became more 
complicated 
because 
of the 
many incentive and security 
provisions involved in a GI’s 
wages. 
The payroll system thus got 
more and more cumbersome 
under the weight of vouchers, 
red lines and carbon paper. 
Under combat conditions in 
Korea, the system broke down 
altogether. Paydays were de­ 
layed. Errors were made that 
led to more confusion. 
The 
troops grumbled plenty. 
Now, though, the Army has 
come up with a new system de­ 
signed to streamline the whole 
business and to insure every 
GI that he will be paid the 
proper amount on time no mat­ 
ter where he is. 
This is a particularly impor­ 
tant consideration for such out­ 
fits as the 101st Airborne Divi­ 
sion 
stationed 
here 
at 
Ft. 
Campbell. Paratroops o f t e n 
find themselves thousands of 
miles from their bases within 
a few days’ time. 
Under the new system, all of 
a soldier’s financial records are 
kept on a single voucher form 
which makes five copies with­ 
out the use of carbon paper. 
These vouchers accompany 
the GI wherever he goes. On 
the back side of each sheet are 
various tables from which each 
man can quickly check for 
himself how much he has com­ 
ing, how much he owe3 in al­ 
lotments, the amount of with­ 
holding taxes, savings, and so 
on.

On a bright summer’s day in 
1960, if salvage master Dick 
Meyers has his way, the Doria 
will rise from her watery grave 
40 miles off Nantucket Island 
and 
th e 
barnacle-encrusted 
plaque will be removed before 
the leviathan 
returns to the 
sea lanes. 
The Italian sea queen 
has 
been resting 240 feet 
down 
on the ocean bottom since the 
morning of July 27, 1956. less 
than 12 hours after she collided 
with the Swedish liner Stock­ 
holm with the loss of 50 lives. 
Meyers, who negotiated with 
the Doria’s insurers for rights 
to the hulk, regards his task 
as “routine.” 
“There is really not too much 
to it once you have studied the 
wreck and know what is to be 
done,” said Meyers. 
The bearded diver explained 
that aproximately 100 inflat­ 
able rubber caissons, each with 
a lifting power of 212 tons, 
would be secured to the sunk­ 
en vessel. 
“The caissons are 
secured 
by knocking most of the 400 
portholes out of 
the 
Doria, 
then inserting clamps through 
the openings. Once they are in 
place we'll start lifting. 
“We plan to lift it by de­ 
grees then tow it toward Nan­ 
tucket with two ships, allowing 
it to settle to the bottom per­ 
iodically until we are in only 
30 feet of water. 
“At that point a gang of men 
will swarm over the exposed 
parts of the Doria to smear 
grease over her. While she is 
submerged the only real oxi­ 
dation damage will be that suf­ 
fered by the light metals such 
as aluminum,” Meyers said. 
Meyers discounted any hopes 
that money and valuables left 
aboard the Doria would be sal­ 
vaged.
